When WB4HAL signed off with OA4YW on January 27, 1971, five and one-half years of regular 
contacts ended between Raleigh, N. C. and Lima, Peru. Hundreds of phone patches & messages 
were handled. 


In 1965, Shep Moore, WA4ZUC, was on a two-year tour of duty for the agriculture AID program 


operated by the North Carolina State University. The object of their mission is to teach 
Peruvians how to best use their land to grow maximum food supplies. Shep made a_ schedule 
with W4YDY and contact was made between OA8S/4 and W4YDY on August 29, 1965. Shep used a 


friend's station for a number of months, and in late 1966 he received his Peru call, OA4XP. 
Monthly contacts changed to weekly contacts between OAYXP and WHYDY. Contacts lasted from 
1 to 3 hours, running phone patches between the mission families and their relatives and 
friends in Raleigh. Other patches were made from Florida to Vermont to Seattle to Los An- 
geles and many cities in between. About 3 to 12 patches, 5 to 45 minutes long,were run on 
each contact, 


In August, 1967, Shep returned to Raleigh and Ron Tinnermeier, OA4YW, took over the weekly 
contacts to WHYDY in September, 1967. Due to the work schedules of W4YDY, help was needed 
to fill in the missing weeks, and in the summer of 1970, RAR S member Jim Wilson, WB4HAL, 
joined in on the schedules. The last contacts were made in January, 1971 because Ron is 
moving to Colorado and will be on the air with his U.S. call, WAQ@MYM. The mission does not 
have another amateur inPeru at present, so the Raleigh-to-Lima link is closed down. 


Most schedules were kept on 15 meters and only once (in 1967) were band conditions so bad 
that no traffic was handled. The main frequency used was 21,385 KHz until incentive licens- 
ing came into being. A shift to 21,345 KHZ helped out on the QRM problem. 


Two other RARS members, Jim Johnson-W4JUG, and Jim Reid-W4BKL have made quite a few patches 
for people from Raleigh that were stationed in Lima.
